After Harry Livingstone's book appeared I heard from and then was visited by a Balti-

. Not handling staiijyifell , I postponed that search until I had to go to the basement. 
Before then this friend showed up, got the sketch, brought the file back, I noted that it 
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was not in tho envelope in which it had been mailed, made-a^Tile folder for it, and placed 
it where it had always been. It represented more copying than we normally do on our copier, 
which ha3 a high per-copy cost. I intended taking it into town to get it done commercially. 
When I was able to do this I got the file and thought I'd 3kim it to see if any tiling extran- 



eous was in it. Lo! 1 discovered that the entire MDW response to my request for wliat it had 
given Lif-on was gone, /ill tliat remained was a separate request, never in that one envelope, 
for info. o^Vthe funeral. 
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Meanwliile Harry, who from time to time seems overly suspicious, told me that he 
had learned that Kick was in LiftonSa pay while working for him and had given Lifton, 
without asking if he could, copies of Harry* 3 work. Haaving like 4 K ick and found Harry 
inclined to be 3U3picious I discounted this; 

But when I got to thinking about this more recently, when I was going to have the 
MW records copied, I looked in my Best Evidence file again. What I wrote when it 
appeared i3 not there. 

Now when anyone can nuike any copied of any records on our copier, there is no reason 
for this analysis to be missing. One purpose only is served by its being missing and 
that serves lifton 1 s interest only. So, I asked Harry if he had any real proof that Kick 
has been actually working for Lifton in secret while talcing money to work for n arry. He 
told me some of the actual proof he has. He then asked me if I'd ever spoken to Mark 
Crouch, who wa$ st Lifton* s source on the autopsy pictures. I hqdn't. A little later 
Crouch phoned. Weagoko quite a long time and there is no reasonable doubt that Kick was 
in Lifton* s pay^fiealso talked freely about it. I won^t go into details now other than 
to say that Crouch and Lifton had a long association and earlier this years it got to be 
too much for Crouch. He was pretty informative in this area, and credible. 

What may interest you in particular is what Lifton got and could have gottetyonly 
from Kick: Harry *s interview with Paul 0* Connor in which he confessed that he lied un- 
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der Liftori5 pressure in those interviews. How did Harpy learn? When Lifton sent h&jKa copy 
of the transcript and ho phoned iA arry in great indignation. Only Pdck had access to it. 

(in connection with O'Connor* s admission of lying, which £ tliink was indicated as in- 
evitable in my missing memo, I suggest that with this information you reread what I am 
sure I suggested long ago, the very paragraph of the SibertV* Neill report that refers to 
surgery if the head, lifton did not use the entire Ifeext, did not use any of it in facsimile. 
Why? Because elsewhere in the same graf it reports that the body was wr^pjjed in sheets, not 
a body ba£, and was in the casket in which it left Pallas, not any substitute. 

When Lifton has been talking about a sequel book and a coming TV documentary there is 
special motive in my not having what refutes his drek, the proof of his knowing lies. This 
is the importance of that 1*jDW file. He had it and still lied about reality. Without doing 
this he*d have had no book. 

What is not confirmed i3 that Liflton had his own way of blackmailing this policeman 
Kick. I have no way of knowing whether or not it is true but my belief is that Kick would 
not have taken any chances anil would have done what Lifton demanded without confirming, 
which would have been difficult and awkawrd, that Klifton could carry through on his threat.
